3 Considerable development work has been^accomplished 

on the * destruct ion of maps aSd chart, through the medium of 
water soluble papers. In spite of the efforts expen y 

Lockheed Aircraft Corporation (LAC), Technical Se vices 
Division (TSD) and the Aeronautical Chart and Infc ^ m ^^°5 
renter (ACIC), at this time the system is not available for 
use in the IDEALIST or OXCART programs. Certain technical 
aspects of the system require continued development wor , 
and closer monitoring of the program is essential. 

4 An allied destruct problem within the OXCART program 
is the destruction of the primary navigation system s 35 MM 
film Qtrios This requirement was formally established on 

9 August ?962 and sporadic efforts have been made to develop 
this^capabilityt however, to date, a satisfactory destruct 
system is not available* 
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5 It is suggested that the Office of Research and 
Development (ORD/DDR) has the technical capability to 
continue this development Program to a successful, conclusion, 
Assumption of this program by ORD will allow an in house 
supervision of development and testing in or er . 
operational capability can be ex pedited, and xt should be 
noted that i I formerly with TSI and now 

a member of ORD, has the necessary clearances and field 
trip experience to aggressively continue with this program. 

6. It is recommended that ORD complete development 
and testing of map and film destruct systems _ for the 
Office of Special Activities in accordance with the follow- 
ing time schedule: 

a. IDEALIST: Map and chart destruct system 
as soon as possible on a first priority basis. 

b. OXCART: Map and chart, and 35 MM film __ 
strip destruct systems complete by 1 October lyoo.
